HIS MAJESTY King Hussein 
said that "wc are passing through 
a phase where no benefit is to be 
gained from the reviving of mat¬ 
ters that widened the gap among 
Muslims." 

Addressing the eighth confer¬ 
ence of the Royal Academy for 
Islamic Civilization Research 
(Al El Bayt Foundation), the 
King said that the Islamic world 
should concentrate on under-

The Ring called upon Muslims 
to be scientific in their approach, 
aware of the spirit of our times, 
and to contribute to shaping 
modem civilization.

AMMAN (Star) - The govern¬ 
ment of Prime Minister Tahcr Al 
Masri will seek a vote of confi¬ 
dence in the Lower House of 
parliament when the House con¬ 
venes in an extraordinary session 
next week. Mr Al Masn is said 
to have changed his mind about 
seeking the vote, a move he 
could nave postponed until the 
House is convened in an ordi¬ 
nary session in October, to ward 
off any claims that his govern¬ 
ment does not enjoy the support 
of the people's deputies. 

Accordingly, parliament is ex¬ 
pected to convene on Saturday 
todebaie draft laws specified in 
the Royal Decree which is ex¬ 
pected to be announced to day 
Thursday. The House will hear 
Mr Al Masri's government state¬ 
ment, on which deputies will 
give their votes in*a special ses¬ 
sion to be held on Wednesday. 

Sources told The Star that Mr 
Al Masri has said he will resign 
if his government does not re¬ 
ceive the support of at least SO 
deputies. According to the Con¬ 
stitution a government is denied 
a vote of confidence if the num¬ 
ber of deputies withholding it, 
not abstaining, constitutes an ab¬ 
solute majority; 41 votes. 

Contrary to earlier reports, 
government and House sources 
now say Mr Al Masri's mission 
will not be difficult and that he 
is sure to receive the support of 


at least SO deputies from differ¬ 
ent blocs. 

The Star can now claim that 
Mr Al Masri's base of support 
will be as follows; 

The National Bloc, of which 
the prime minister is a member, 
17 votes. 

The Independent Islamic Bloc, 
7 votes. 

The Democratic Bloc, 7 voles. 
This brings the number of 
votes to 31. The Liberal Bloc, 
which has one of its members in 
the cabinet, Mr Jamal A] Khrei- 
sha, has not made its position 
known yet, but House sources 
say that the seven-member bloc 
is likely to lean towards the gov¬ 
ernment especially since it dif¬ 
fers on a many issues with the 
remaining blocs, namely the 
Muslim Brothers and the Nation¬ 
alists. 

Independent deputies could go 
either way, but are most likely to 
vote for the government. 

Attention will naturally turn to 
the Muslim Brotherhood, the 
largest bloc inside the House 
with 25 members. Mr Al Masri's 
25-mcmbcr cabinet excludes the 
Brotherhood, which in the previ¬ 
ous government controlled S 
portfolios including education. 
Mr Al Masri turned down a 
Brotherhood demand that they 
take the education ministry and 
is said to have cut short his ne¬ 
gotiations with them in the early 


stages of his forming the new 
government. 

The Brotherhood is still debat¬ 
ing the vote of confidence issue 
and sources told The Star that 
the bloc will take a stand on 
Sunday. But they added that it is 
likely that the bloc will seek to 
preserve its unity for as long as 
possible and thus postpone tak¬ 
ing a stand until after Mr Al 
Masri has delivered his govern¬ 
ment statement on Wednesday. 
Even then, the bloc is unlikely to 
maintain a uniform position and 
may in the end "float" ilk stand 
and leave the matter to each indi¬ 
vidual member. "Now they will 
have to play at different rules," 
said one ex-government minis¬ 
ter. "This is Jiot 1990 and this is 
not the government of Mudar 
Badran. Everything is different. 
The equations have changed." 

As to the government state¬ 
ment, ministers close to Mr Al 
Masri have given The Star the 
following points; 

In the political field: The gov¬ 
ernment will focus on the 
strengthening of national unity 
while preserving the rights of 
every citizen regardless of their 
origin. The government will also 
reiterate its intention to establish 
contacts with Arab capitals in an 
attempt to launch a new chapter 
in imcr-Arab relations based on 
Arab solidarity and common ac¬ 
tion through the Arab League

and its various institutions and 
the revival of the joint ministeri¬ 
al committees. 

The statement will also em¬ 
phasize that the PLO is the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people and that Jor¬ 
dan will never replace the Pales¬ 
tinian organization. The govern¬ 
ment will also commit itself to 
supporting the Palestinians in the 
occupied territories and to work¬ 
ing towards an honorable peace¬ 
ful solution. It will stress that it 
will not seek bilateral negotia¬ 
tions with Israel. 

It will also outline its commit¬ 
ment to deepening the democrat¬ 
ic life in Jordan and to present¬ 
ing the parties, press and 
election laws. It will also abol¬ 
ish, probably before the govern¬ 
ment statement, martial laws 
which have been in effect since 
1967. 

On the economic front: The 


government will also emphasize 
on developing the national econ¬ 
omy and encouraging foreign in¬ 
vestments while putting plans to 
end unemployment and alleviate 
poverty. It will focus its atten¬ 
tion on dealing with the chronic 
problem of water with special at¬ 
tention to the Al Wihda Dam 
project. The government will 
promise to develop tourism and 
expand oil exploration opera¬ 
tions^_

AMMAN (Star) Private sec¬ 
tor foreign currency deposits in 
Jordanian banks rose during the 
first quarter of this year by more 
than S 100 million, according to 
banking sources. These deposits 
were worth JD 712.428 million 
by the end of 1990, but were es¬ 
timated at JD 784.866 million by 
die end of the first quarter of this 
year, an increase of JD 72.438 
million. 

Figures show that resident pri¬ 
vate sector foreign currency de¬ 
posits rose from JD 357.463 by 
the end of 1990 to JD 406.539 
million at the end of March of 
this year, an increase of JD 
49.76 million.

USSR pardons 
defecting ice 
hockey star 

■ Icc hockey star Sergei Fyodo¬ 
rov is to return to the Soviet na¬ 
tional team after apologizing 
publicly for his defection a year 
ago. 

Soviet television said early this 
week iliaL the national Ice Hock¬ 
ey Federation had decided to let 
the 21-year-old forward play in 
the Canada Cup in August and 
September. 

Fyodorov defected in Seattle 
last August at the Goodwill 
Games and signed for thc De¬ 
troit Red Wings clubs provoking 
angry complaints from thc So¬ 
viet Federation. 

Deputy Chairman Yuri Korol¬ 
yov said at the time that all the 
best Soviet players would end up 
being poached by the NHL un¬ 
less international authorities 
placed them under "Protection." 

Fyodorov apologized in a let¬ 
ter, read out on television, ad¬ 
dressed to the Federation, the na¬ 
tional team management and 
Soviet hockey fans. 

He said he believed everyone 
had the right to choose what 
kind of work he wanted to do 
and where, but he added: "It is 
another matter what methods he 
chooses to achieve his goal. I 
chose a way which does me no 
honour and for the reason I ask 
your pardon." 

A television sports commenta¬ 
tor said Fyodorov's absence was 
a key factor in the Soviet Un¬ 
ion's poor performance in the 
world championship in Finland 
two months ago, when they fin¬ 
ished third. 

Daly Ponders 
'Dream team' for 
92 Olympics 

■ Detroit Pistons coach Chuck 
Daly, named the head coach of 
tire US Olympic basketball team, 
said last Sunday that NBA pro¬ 
fessionals will be fielded In Bar¬ 
celona next year and possibly in 
the 1994 world championships.

In an unprecedented departure from tradition, the organizers sched¬ 
uled matches on thc middle Sunday of the two-week tennis champi¬ 
onships for the first time to make up a backlog of rain hit fixtures.

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India's new leader and a 1*

AT CONGRESS Parly headquarters, a 
crumbling white stucco villa near down¬ 
town New Delhi, the politicians, hangers- 
on and wheeler-dealers embraced one an¬ 
other on the lawn when word circulated 
(hat a Prime Minister had finally been se¬ 
lected. Forget that P.V. Narasimha Rao 
had been chosen "unanimously" by the 
party, following a series of secret meet¬ 
ings by the leadership in five-star hotels 
and private homes. Forget that India's 
dominant party had crushed a rival’s at¬ 
tempt to hold a secret ballot among the 
estimated 330 Congress Party members 
of Parliament to actually select a prime 
minister. 

"The party is finally united, there's a 
consensus," insisted Ratnaker Pandey, a 
lawmaker from the Hindu holy city of 
Benares. "All is forgiven! All these ef¬ 
forts to divide the party by some ambi¬ 
tious people are forgiven! n 

Nearby, a party worker, JP. Yadev, un¬ 
shaven from the long train ride from Bi¬ 
har, perhaps the poorest and most violent 
aid caste-ridden state in India, with mil¬ 
lions of harijans, or untouchables, wan¬ 
dered alone.

The literate 
the illiterate, the rich and die poor, fee 
Slants and the urban dwellers all be- 
suddenly equal in a shared feeling 
Sitatelessness. The tragic end of the war 
drived the Palestinians of their bmh 
risk of their right to self-determinauon 
2d u> establishing their own state (ac- 
to UN Resolution 181 of 29th of 
Ember 1947) and their subsequent dis- 
Lml ushered in a new era of darkness 
£d pain for them. Thus, the politics of 
survival started for the Palestinians, who 
immediately began to develop tactics that 
could help them survive the tragic after- 
math. 

A haven after exodus 

The to toff 0 ® 1 sle P for ^ dis P la p ed 

Palestinians was to find a place to reside. 
Due to similarities in culture, language 
and religion they first rushed to neigh¬ 
bouring Arab countries, namely: Jordan, 
Syria, Lebanon, Iraq and Egypt. In doing 
.so, they took the first necessary steps to¬ 
wards long-term survival in exile, a survi¬ 
val that lasted much longer than initially 
envisaged. 

Although a modest number of Palestini¬ 
an professionals were sent by the then 
Palestinian leadership to help educate the 
Kuwaitis as early as 1936, the first sizable 
wave of Palestinians moved to Kuwait be¬ 
tween 1948 and 1950. The Palestinian ex¬ 
perience in Kuwait thus started. Due to 
poor living conditions and limited em¬ 
ployment opportunities, the Palestinians 
residing in countries bordering on Pales¬ 
tine were prompted to look for better op¬ 
portunities elsewhere. The thinly- 
populated Gulf States, with their bonanza 
of newly discovered oil, offered an irresis¬ 
tible haven. The majority of the Palestini¬ 
ans were skilled-laborers, professionals 
and technocrats, and it was relatively easy 
for them to relocate and offer badly- 
needed services to the rapidly developing 
economies of their host countries, espe¬ 
cially Kuwait. 

As the Palestinians started to arrive in 
Kuwait en masse, they gathered and creat¬ 
ed lies that laid the foundations for a new 
Palestinian society. As time passed, Palcs- 
’ tinians became a self-generating society, a 
mini-Palestine in exilo. Once employed in 
Kuwait, they became obsessed with 
achieving high professional standards. By 
providing high quality services and be¬ 
coming indispensable to their employers, 
the Palestinians were able to maintain 
jobs badly needed to support their left be¬ 
hind families. Thus education and educa¬ 
tional attainment became a primary goal 
to them, and figures indicate that the Pal- 
jjtmians' rate of literacy is the highest in 
™ region. Moreover, their professional¬ 
ism and productivity can be attributed, if 
P“tially, to their sufferings ift the years of 
meir diaspora:

The sweetness of the experience... 

On the eve of the Gulf crisis, the size of 
the Palestinian community in Kuwait had 
reached the total of 375,000 — if not 
400,000 • Palestinians (except for less 
than one hundred families) share a num¬ 
ber of social characteristics in common. 
For one thing, they all maintain a non¬ 
citizen status. Consequently, while they 
used to enjoy numerous social and eco¬ 
nomic benefits, they had no access to fee 
wide range of social and economic privi¬ 
leges, both in quantity and quality-they 
wore reserved for the Kuwaitis.. Moreo¬ 
ver, and like all non-Kuwaiti minorities, 
Palestinians enjoyed no political rights 
whatsoever. Tncir political allegiance 
was, and still remains, committed to the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO). 
Given fee special and delicate status of 
Kuwait's poluy (and in an endeavor not to 
invoke the wrath of its more powerful 
neighbors), Kuwait never fell at ease 
with, and sometimes even suppressed any 
Palestinian political activity directed 
against one or another of fee Arab States. 
However, certain anti-American activities 
were tacitly condoned. Generally speak¬ 
ing, almost all Palestinians behaved ui 
conformity wife Kuwait's political limita¬ 
tions because they were generally con¬ 
tented with the overall pro-Palestinian 
policy of the Kuwaiti government, wish¬ 
ing at the same time 16 avoid any confron¬ 
tation with the state that might jeopardize 
the social and economic gains they had so 
far accomplished. 

•r. and the bitterness of it 

Kuwait's domestic politics is of no con¬ 
cern to us here in Jordan, but it suffices to 
mention that on fee eve of Iraqi invasion, 
Kuwait's Parliament was dissolved, fee 
press was muzzled, civil liberties were 
suspended and some Kuwaiti opp°^“ on 
leaders and activists were arrested. For a 
variety of reasons and practices. The ru ¬ 
ing family alienated a sizable sector of its 
nationals, let alone the other Arabs 
against whom a huge wave of duenmina- 
3oa was initiated. The relationship be¬ 
tween A1 Sabah-dominated government 
and fee Kuwaiti opposition groups (as 
well as other Arabs) was never mm 
The Iraqi invasion was massive and swftt.

was left wife little, if any, skilled laborers 
or technocrats to operate the necessary in¬ 
frastructure, i.e., electrical power stations, 
water desalination plants and hospitals. 
When the initial shock of the invasion 
subsided, the Arabs were faced with yet 
another problem. For the first time in their 
recent history, they came to be divided by 
two dangerously conflicting views. The 
split in the Arab world was real and deep. 
Arab masses, especially those who befit 
the "have-nots" category held a predomi¬ 
nantly pro-Iraq view. To them, Iraq be¬ 
haved like a modem Robin Hood, robbing 
the rich to give fee poor. This oversimpli¬ 
fied vision appealed to millions of de¬ 
prived and down-trodden Arabs. Iraq's po¬ 
litical initiative of 12 August 1990, which 
insisted on linking all Middle Eastern 
problems in a package and comprehensive 
deal, gave hope to the displaced Palestini¬ 
ans, as well as to the Syrians and Leba¬ 
nese who still suffer from fee Israeli occu¬ 
pation of their land. Moreover, Iraq’s 
sabre-rattling rhetoric, and its threats to 
shell Israel (which had always "monopo¬ 
lized" the power of shelling the Arabs, 
particularly, the Palestinians) intoxicated 
some Arabs, particularly Palestinians, 
many of whom living outside Kuwait 
made no secret of their pro-Iraq position. 

In Kuwait, however, the invasion dealt a 
severe blow to the Palestinians and their 
livelihood. No wonder, then, this drove a 
siiable number of them against fee Iraqi 
take-over and policies in Kuwait 

Inescapable options 

With the economic activity coming to a 
virtual standstill, the Palestinians in Ku¬ 
wait were faced wife the following op¬ 
tions: . . 

a) The upper strata of Palestinian bour¬ 
geoisie and highly skilled professionals 
who had been able to start and maintain 
lucrative investments abroad (in West Eu¬ 
rope and America and in some Arab coun¬ 
tries) left fee beleaguered country to 
where their real interest lay. 

b) The bulk of the Palestinian immuni¬ 
ty found refuge in Jordan. The influx to 
Jordan of tens of thousands of Palestinians 
compounded the country’s economic prabi 
lems. Even if the freeze on their savings 
wife the Kuwaiti government and In Ku¬ 
waiti banks is removed, many are likely to 
remain a burden on Jordan's already- 
exhausted economy. 

c) ^The remaining percentage of Palestin¬ 
ians (roughly 150000), barred by Israel 
from returning to their cities, towns and 1 
villages in fee West Bank and Gaza Strip,. 
and were forced to stay in Kuwaiti With a 
special arrangement between the PLO and 
gome Kuwiuti eminent personalities and 
leaders, fee Palestinians were allowed to 
operate, during fee Gulf . crisis, raid to 
maintain fee necessary and .most basic ser¬ 
vices in Kuwaiti Thus, they helped allevi- 
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ate the burden of occupation on Kuwaitis 
and others. This documented arrangement 
refutes the Kuwaiti govemmeni-in-exile 
allegations feat Palestinians collaborated 
with the Iraqi Army. They were in fact, 
forced to work to sustain their living; they 
had no other choice! Yet, such allegations 
are not completely baseless; less than 1 
per cent of the remaining Palestinian com¬ 
munity (especially those who strongly ad¬ 
hered to the tenets of pan-Arabism) col¬ 
laborated with the Iraqis out of these 
national aspirations. On the other hand, a 
similar 1 per cent of Palestinians cooper¬ 
ated wife the secret Kuwaiti Resistance 
Movement A fact which the Kuwaiti gov¬ 
ernment itself is unable to deny and which 
many Kuwaitis, including some Kuwaiti 
ministers, have publicly acknowledged. 
The remaining Palestinians kept a low 
profile and some followed a somewhat 
neutral and/or indifferent attitude. On fee 
whole, Palestinians refused to be recruited 
into the Iraqi equipped and led "popular 
army," which antagonized the Iraqis. 
They also refused to demonstrate in cele¬ 
bration of the "Iraqi liberation and annex¬ 
ation of Kuwait.” 

The PLO stand 

The PLO leaned strongly (together wife 
Jordan, Yemen, Algeria, Tunisia, Maurita¬ 
nia, Libya and Sudan) towards an Arab- 
sponsored solution. When such a solution 
became more and more difficult, it be¬ 
came evident that the military, option was 
impending. Although the PLO officially 
condemned fee Iraqi invasion and the sub¬ 
sequent annexation of Kuwait, it nonethe¬ 
less kepi a low-profile so as not to antago¬ 
nize the pro-Iraqi feelings of millions of 
Arab and Muslim masses. Moreover, the 
PLO took a strong and clear anti- 
American position when the outbreak of 
hostilities became imminent. For reasons 
feat extend much beyond the liberation of 
Kuwait and the reinstatement of fee ruling 
A1 Sabah family in power, the United 
States was determined to block any Arab 
effort to settle the dispute. The decision to 
use force against Iraq had already been 
taken. The position of the PLO infuriated 
all those Arabs who were advocating and 
urging a military showdown with Iraq. 
Most antagonized of all were certain ele¬ 
ments in fee Kuwaiti Govcminent-in-exile 
who, with their reckless policies, had 
failed to contain and pacify Iraq, prior to 
and after 2 August 1990. 

Palestinians become scapegoats 

It was evident, long before the restora¬ 
tion of Kuwait, that these same elements 
were eagerly looking for a scapegoat. The 
Palestinians, with no country or strong 
government to intercede for them, were 
fee prime candidate. Anti Palestinians 
sentiment and rhetoric increased. Il be¬ 
came very clear that the scene had been 
already set for a vendetta against them, es¬ 
pecially after the Kuwaiti ruling family 
declared martial law, much to the dissatis¬ 
faction of all Kuwaiti opposition groups. 

The few weeks feat followed ushered in 
an incredible campaign of terror against 
fee Palestinians, led by some sons of fee 
rating sheikhs and by fee other "Kuwaiti 
resistance movement* which was created 
in the post-liberation eralll. Wife law and 
older totally non-existent, rampant ven- 
1 geance-hungry Kuwaiti militia attacks 
against Palestinians went largely un¬ 
checked. Thousands of Palestinians have 
been arbitrarily arrested, beaten, and tor¬ 
tured by being subjected to electric 
shocks, burning wife cigarettes and acid 
or threatened by sexual assault and execu¬ 
tion. These reports were later confirmed 
by various serious Western mass media, 
human rights organizations, as well as 
many Western politicians (including 
James Baker) and western diplomats (in¬ 
cluding the American Ambassador to Ku¬ 
wait). ■

Three artists reveal the 
abstract in them

ABSTRACTION PREDOMI¬ 
NATES the works of aitisls 
Shawqi Shoukini, Rifqi EL Raz- 
zaz and Mohammad Al Jalous, 
currently being exhibited at (he 
Abdul Hamid Shoman Founda¬ 
tion. All three artists have used 
the abstract school principles in 
stating different messages in 
their works. For instance, Jalous 
paints a mass in shades of mauve 
and pink and sometimes orange. 
Whenever the former two col¬ 
ours are seen the softly curving 
mass lakes on self-protective po¬ 
sitions. 

Yet, when subtle oranges are 
evident, the mass takes on hu¬ 
man dimensions of a figure or a 
group of people bein£ torn by 
some power, whether it be inter¬ 
nal or external. However, as the 
acrylic and gouache become 
more turbid in tone the mass 
lakes on sudden sharp features 
conveying alleyways and three 
dimensional perspective. 

Perhaps this angularity is mag¬ 
nified by Jalous's painting tech¬ 
nique: When painting, the artist 
employs thin vertical strips 
which divide the work into equal 
parts. 

Alter Filling the paper with 
colour he removes these strips 
which leave thin white traces. 
This method gives Jalous's ab¬ 
stracts a sharpness and geomet¬ 
ric touch, also reflected in Shou- 
kini's water colours. 

Some of Shoukini's landscapes 
arc more abstract than others. 
When he is trying to give a near 
to life impression he over em¬ 
phasizes details which some¬ 
times imbalances the perspec¬ 
tive. This is also evident in the 
"Mountain." Here, the artist ex¬ 
periments with water colours 
and tries to diffuse the colour by 
adding it onto an already wet 
board. 

Strangely enough, this Leba¬ 
nese artist has more control over 
the composition when he is 
painting the same theme, but in a 
more abstract fashion. A few, yet 
sparse rectangular blocks of 
brown and dark green in "Dis¬ 
tant Village" render a successful 
impression of a landscape. 

These sharp lines, which give 
the work a sense of Lhe mechani¬ 
cal, in a positive sense, are wit¬ 
nessed in Shoukini's sculptures 
in wange wood. This is found in 
a three dimensional piece in 
black wood which carries a cube 
as a point of focus for the eye. 
Softer lines, though, combine 
with the sharp ones in other 
works. 

"Bridge" is an abstract in light 
brown wange wood. Protruding 
from it is a' curvaceous exten¬ 
sion, but this is counterbalanced 
by jagged edges planted in a 
platform beneath. Each peace 
seems to have a borrowed theme 
from a game, or sewing box so 
that it looks like each has a spe¬ 
cific function. But the artist adds 
a science fiction touch to his 
work which makes one wonder 
at lhe object's true function. 

Shying away from the geomet¬ 
ric is Egyptian artist Rifqi El 
Razzaz, who presents a combi¬ 
nation of both 'old and new 
' works. In all, hei abides tq folk¬ 
lore scenes whether this is in His 
old depiction of Jerash, or in his 
latest work. His receht works

contrast with his previous oils in 
that they are painted on paper 
and on a smaller scale than the 
larger oils on canvas. 

Rather than using a loi of 
while spaces, Razzaz now utiliz¬ 
es pure white for lending shape 
to otherwise distorted faces. His 
work is peopled with figures ei¬ 
ther dancing, playing or just 
moving. Their freshness comes 
from the child-like colours used 1 
in dresses or die Arab "tar- 
boush." 

Feathery turquoise, baby blue 
and cotton candy pink emit a 
sense of innocence. This is ac¬ 
centuated by the multicolored 
ball to one side, or the duck 
rocking in another comer. The 
young woman in her red fluores¬ 
cent ^thoub" daintily decorated 
in minute colourful dots, the 
young men dancing in their "scr- 
walls* and "larabish,' 1 transport 
lhe observer into merry-making 
scenes from rural life. Razzaz 
combines clips from the Arab 
culture with modem painting 
techniques. 

Colours which seem incongru- 
cnL such as the introduction of 
the fluorescent with the softer 
tonnes of colour have combined 
effectively on paper in this 
show. 

Through this exhibit, Razzaz 
tries to find answers to the mod¬ 
em Arab artist's stance towards 
his culture. Simultaneously, he 
tries to Find the relationship be¬ 
tween this position and moddm 
art, and means of preserving the 
basis of artistic creation in Arab 
culture "turath." 

Despite the fact that these 
three artists employ abstract, 
each has his own personal lan¬ 
guage in conveying statements. 
Quite a deal of experimentation 
has taken place in this group 
show which ends on 11 July. ■
